Experience shows that it recovers its fer- 
tility sooner if treated in this way than 
if cultivated all the year round as arable 
land." 


—Ocean waves caused by earthquakes 


sometimes exert a tremendous momentary 
foice upon the shores of the sea, although 
their geological action is small compared 
with the incessantly operating wear of the 
smaller waves. 
At the Lisbon earthquake 


of 1755, the oceanic wave had a height 
along the Tagus of 40 feet, at Cadiz of 
6t> feet, and on the shores of Madeira of 
18 feet. 
The earthquake of 174G in Pe- 


ru produced a wave which carried a frig- 
ate several miles inland, deluging the city 
of Lima at a distance of seven miles 
fruni the coast. 


A good story, if it is true, is told in 


connection with a perpendicular old rock 
which rises in the middle of lake Cham- 
plain near Plattsburg. It is called Little 
Independence \a reference to the belief 
that during the struggle for independence 
the British squadron passed close to the 
old rock.

Ex-President Woolsey, of Yale College, 


if correctly reported, belongs to a class of 
eminent scholars who yet have something 
to learn. 
In an interview with a Tribune 


reporter he is mentioned as saying on the 
subject of temperance that "as to the use 
of light wines and ale, it would be be bet- 
ter for the nation if they were introduced 
freely enough to abate the consumption of 
fiery liquors." That was just what Eng- 
land tried to do by the "Free Beer" Act 
of a century ago, and what Mr. Gladstone 
has since sought to accomplish, but so far 
only with the deplorable result of increas- 
ing rather than diminishing in anywise the 
aggregate consumption of the stronger 
liqufcrs. "The results" of the English 
free beer experiment "did not," says the 
London Times many years ago, "confirm 
the expectation of its promoters. The 
sale-of beer was increased, but the sale of 
spirituous liquors- was not diminished. 
And since this declaration by the Times 
the British excise returns show an ap- 
palling increase in the consumption of the 
.stronger as well as of fermented liquors. 
But to a scholar who has taken the trou- 
ble to enquire as to the nature of alcohol 
and its effects upon the human system, 
this increased consumption of alcohol 
would not be any matter of surprise. To 
abate the consumption of "fiery liquors" 
by the free use of wine and beer is, in the 
nature of things, as impossible as to put 
out the fire of a burning building by the 
free use of kerosene poured upon the 
flames thereof.

THE OmGiy OF THE CHINESE PIG- 


TAIL.—A recent imperial edict on tlie 
subject calls our attention to the origin of 
the pigtail, which is now the distinctive 
mark of a native of the Flowery Lund. 
It is one of the strange phenomena of 
that country, where everything is so an- 
cient,"and where so few innovations have 
been tolerated, that this practice, which 
was originally the badge of conquest, 
should have been not merely accepted, 
but permitted 
to intertwine itself so 


closely with the national life that it would 
now require forcible measures to induce 
people to forego it. For in the days be- 
fore the 
Manchu conquest, when the 


throne was occupied by the great dynas- 
ties of antiquity, the Chinese allowed 
their hair to grow as best it pleased them; 
and they were even known to some of 
their neighbors as the "long-haired race." 
But when the great soldier Noorhachu 
marched southwards from Moukden to 
conquer China and establish the Manchu 
dynasty, he gave an order to his lieuten- 
ants to compel the people, as they sub- 
mitted, to shave their heads in token of 
their surrender. The Manchus were thus 
enabled to discover at a glance which of 
the Chinese were vanquished and which 
were not, while the thoroughness of their 
success was expressed in the most formal 
and emphatic manner. 


This practice, which was adopted partly 


from the exigencies arising out of the 
conquest of the multitudes of China by a 
mere handful of Tartar soldiers, was con- 
tinued, and became an intergral portion of 
the Manchu system of government, and 
the result has tended to confirm the wis- 
dom of the founders of the present dy- 
nasty. The popular views on the subject 
of the pigtail have not yet been ascer- 
tained with any degree of certitude; but 
it may be remarked that all the insurrec- 
tions of the last twenty years have put 
forward, as one of their features, the in- 
tention to renew this practice, which has 
there been represented as a badge of con- 
quest. There now, however, seems more 
chance than ever of its perpetuation.

TAIL.—A very curious and interesting 
spectacle was to be seen on Monday after- 
noon in the office of Mr. P. C. Clover's 
livery stable in this city.

the floor and could barely touch the floor 
with its fore feet.

filaments about its tail were too stroii" 
for it to break.

The letter of Secretary Blaine accept- 


ng the tender of the State Department 
lade to him by the late President, has 
oen given to t he public by the Philadcl- 
hia Press. I' was published in that pa- 
icr on Friday last, and is as follows 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20, 1880. 


MY DF.AK <!AKFIJ:LD —Your gener- 
us invitation to enter >our Cabinet as 
ecretary of f tate has been under con- 
iderution for more than three weeks, 
'he thought Irid really never occiurcd to 
ny mind until at our late conference jou 
iresented it v> ith such cogent arguments 
n its favor and with such warmth of per- 
sonal friendship in aid of jour kind oiler. 
. I know that an early answer is dcsira- 
le, and 1 have waited only long enough 
,0 consider tin subject in all its bearings, 
and to make up my mind definitely and 
jonchuively. I now say to you, in the 
atne cordial sj>iiit in which you haijp in- 
•ited me, that I accept the position. 


It is no aflei tation for me to add that 


'. make this decision, not for the honor of 
lie promotion it gives me in the public 
icrvice, but because I think I can be use-

country for five years past, and \vhicl 
i.ive been significantly shown in twogrcal 
National Coin entions. 1 accept it as one 
of the Irappic11 circumstances conncctcc 
with this affair that in allying my politi- 
cal fortunes with youis—or lather, foi 
;he time merging mine in yours—my 
leart goes with my head, and that I carr; 
to you not onlv political support but per- 
sonal and devoted friendship. 
I can bu 


regard it as somewhat remarkable that tw< 
nen of the same age, entering Congres:

A ZEALOUfl COKTEBT. 


The oration of Senator Voorhees at 


Ulanta was the feature of the opening 
f the cotton exhibition. 
It was a very 


omprchensive and interesting address, 
nd for the most part in excellent taste, 
nd adapted to the occasion. 
It con- 


ainecl a very elaborate review of the his- 
ory of cotton production in the country, 
iut it was mainly devoted to an argument 
n favor of the introduction of cotton 
namifacturing into the South. To this 
nd he commits himself unreservedly in 
avor of a protective tariff. 
He refers 


o the fact that Great Britain built up 
ts manufactures and trade by means of 
ariffs, and only abandoned, protection in 
iart when it was no longer necessary, 
.'he policy of protection which has done 
o much for the North and East, he 
hinks, must now be applied to the indus- 
nes of the South and West. lie is hot- 
y in favor of it for Indiana. 
If the peo- 


ile of that State, "in paying a tariff tax 
"or government support, as revenue, find 
hat the laws compelling them to do so 
ikcwise foster, encourage and protect 
,heir young and. growing manufactures of 
ron, hard-wood, glass, woolen and cot- 
ton, they will regard them with favor, as 
Jie result of wise legislation. Indeed, 
they will demand such an adjustment of 
the tariff as to insure that end." 


The conversion appears to be complete. 


Vlr Voorhees has not taken a very prom- 
inent part in the tariff legislation of the 
country, but on a cursory examination 
of his record in the House and Senate, 
we do not find that he has ever yet given 


vote in opposition to the f i ee-traders. 


In 1870, when the tax and tariff-bill was 
joing through the House, he was, in the 
early stages of the debate, paired witl 
tfr. Morrell of Pennsylvania, "on al 
questions relating to the tariff," and no 
man in the country is better known than 
Mr. Morrell as a protectionist. 
Later he 


was paired with Mr. Julian, his colleague 
also a protectionist. On the final votes 
of concurrence with the Senate he votec 
steadily under tlie leadership of Mr 
James Brooks of New York, a free- 
trader. In 1872 he voted with all the 
free-traders in favor of the amendment 
to the taiiff bill reducing duties on a 
groat variety of articles twenty per cent 
and when that w as defeated he voted for 
the ten pei cent reduction which after- 
waul became law. He lias given no tar- 
iff vote, to our knowledge, since he has 
been in tlie Senate, but was paired ii 
favor of the Eaton commission bill lasl 
year with Mr. Pendleton, who was op- 
posed to it. 


The change is significant, not because 


Mr. Voorhees is an economist ofverj 
high standing, but because it indicate; 
the drift of public opinion. Mr. Hend 
ricks, in bis recent article, admitted tha 
a change had come ovei the sentiment o 
Indiana people. 
As manufactures ar 


established in that and other Westen 
States, the people and their rcpresenta 
tives will be more tolerant of a system 
which they have heretofore condemned i 
theory.
